In 
the pretence of the minister, who wit- 
nessed this bargain In human life 
The employer then presented "art**" 
or earnest money to thw father, and 
from tbat moment the babe was bound 
for life to the pit. 


If any miner, roused by a bitter 


•ens* of Injustice tried to gain til* 
freedom by running away from his 
servitude, he was Immediately arrest- 
ed as a thief, In th* eyes of the law. 
a miner was the property of his maa- 
ttr, and If he dared to make- his es- 
cape he was punished for tb* crl 
of stealing himself, a valuable piece 
of property that belonged to bli 
owner. 


Toward the middle of the Eight- 


eenth century, the firat gleam of In- 
dependence began to stir In the 
breasts of the miner*, and In 17*8 15 
men who worked In the Gllmerton pit* 
managed to make their escape. Their 
master. Sir John Balrd of Kewbyth 
advertised for them, that they might 
be arrested, and also to prevent any 
other matter from breaking th* law 
by employing slaves who wer* not his 
own property. 


In the same year, three boy* be- 


longing to tb* marquis of Lothian 
ran away from the colliery bf New- 
battl*. and took refuge upon another 
estate. The marquis wrote to Lord 
Oxenfoord explaining that th* boy* 
were hi* property, "nnd If my claim 1* 
found to be good, shall expect the, 
bovs be returned without my being 
obliged to find them out *'
